SAN JUAN, Porto Rico, Feb. 24.— | 
Officers and troops of the Sixty-fifth 
Infantry late today joined with vet- 
erans of both sides in the Spanish- 
American War in a last tribute to 
Captain Angel Rivero Mendez, who. | 
as an officer in the Spanish Army 
in 1898, turned over the old fortifica- | 
tions to the United States soldiers. | 
During the final cogs of Spanish | 
rule in Porto Rico, Captain Rivero | 
served as the last representative of 
temporary Governor. 

Captain Rivero, who was 68, was | 
found dead in his country home late 
yesterday. His grave is at the base 
the Spanish built walls of El 
Morro, which he fought to defend in 
1898. There this afternoon the Unit- 
ed States troops fired volleys and a 
bugler sounded taps. 

One of Captain Rivero’s closest 
friends for thirty years has been 
Brig. Gen, Henry A. Reed, now re- 
to whom he turned over the 


General Reed, now 85, resides here. 

Probably because he was a native 
of the island, to Captain Rivero fell | 
the unpleasant task of representing 
Spain at the time of its transfer to 
American representatives in October, 
1898, when San Juan was officially 
occupied. Spanish born officers 
strangely disappeared from _ the 
scene following Captain Rivero’s de- 
tail for these last duties. When he 
had completed his task, he tendered 
his resignation as a Spanish army 
officer, preferring to remain at his 
island home. 

More than twenty years later, when 
he visited Spain, his former fellow- 
officers petitions’ King Alfonso to 
recommission Captain Rivero in the 
artillery with an advanced rank} 
equivalent to their own. This King} 
Alfonso did, but Captain Rivero de-| 
clined the unusual honor on the! 
ground he had become an American | 
citizen, feeling it his duty to continue 
his lot with Porto Rico. 

In recent years Captain Rivero or- 
ganized and commanded the San 
Juan Spanish veterans of the Span- 
ish-American War and was the first 
to participate in the annual July 4 
celebrations. Almost his last appear- 
ance was with his Spanish veterans 
when they marched in the inaugural 
parade of Governor Roosevelt.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 24.—Charles 
Evans Hughes of New York was in- 
ducted today into the office of Chief 
Justice of the United States, suc- 
ceeding to the vacancy created by 
the retirement of the man who, as 
President, first named him to the 
Supreme bench as an associate jus- 
tice twenty years ago. The cere- 
monies marking the elevation of Mr. 
Hughes to the highest judicial posi- 
tion in the nation were simple but 
impressive. 

It fell to the lot of Associate Jus- 
tice Holmes, senior member of the 
court, toannounce that William How- 
ard Taft had resigned, that Mr. 
Hughes had been named to succeed 
him and to direct the clerk of the 
court to administer the judicial oath 
to the new Chief Justice. 

“This is a moment of sorrow and 
happiness to us,’’ said the venerable 
associate justice. ‘‘To our deep 
grief, Chief Justice Taft was com- 
pelled by his health to resign, but 
it is a happiness to know that in 
his place as Chief Justice our one- 
time associate, Mr. Charles Evans 
Hughes, has been appointed. I un- 
derstand that he is present, and the 
clerk will read his commission. He 
will then take the oath and the mar- 
shal will escort him to his seat upon 
the bench.’’

Rivers and Harbors Increase Cited.

maintenance and improvement 
of existing river and harbor works 


for the current fiscal year, with a 
view to the inclusion of this item in 
the pending annual deficiency ap- 
propriation bill, 

The estimate was submitted by 
Major Gen. Lytle Brown, chief of 
army engineers, and was approved 
by Secretary of War Hurley. It is 
in addition to about $55,000,000 for 
rivers and harbors contained in one 
of the regular annual appropriation 
bills now pending. 

Secretary Hurley issued a _ state- 
on the reasons underlying the pro- 
posal of an increased appropriation. 
In it he said: 

“The engineering department has 
made special effort to advance the 
prosecution of work on river and 
harbor projects throughout the coun- 
try to carry out the present admin- 
istration program for inland water- 
ways, and to expedite work during 
the critical economic period ensuing 
after the stock market crash in No- 
vember. As a result, the expendi- 
tures during the first half of the 
fiscal year 1930 have averaged over 
$6.050,000 per month. 

‘This present rate of annual ex- 
penditures on river and _ harbor 
works is materially in excess of an- 
nual appropriations. The accumu- 
lated balance from former years 
when work was not pushed so ener- 
getically has made these extra ex- 
penditures possible. 

‘“‘The demands for expediting work 
on river and harbor projects and the 
delay in passage of annual appropri- 
ation bills, have, however, so re 
duced funds that unless a supplemen- 
tal appropriation is made there must 
be a slackening of the present rate 
of operations and work urgently 
needed in the interests of navigation 
on various projects must be delayed. 
This in turn would result in a cer- 
tain measure of unemployment.”

No one has 
laid down that principle more clear- 
ly than Lord Salisbury, and agitation 
inspired by politics as much as by 
religious toleration must not deflect 
any government from pursuing the 


ordinary rules of international rela- 
tionships and prudence. 


“For the General Good.” 


“For we have recognized Russia 
diplomatically because we believe 
that that is for the general good, 


however intricate and troublesome 
immediate problems may be. To out- 
law a country is not to make it 
amenable to world opinion but the 
opposite. Even now you must see 
that the tone and temper of the agi- 
tation are hardening rather than 
softening the heart of the Russian 
Government and giving it the oppor- 
tunity of persuading its own people— 
however erroneously—that this is all 
part of a conspiracy of the other 
governments to begin war against 
the Soviet Government. The position 
of Russia gives great opportunity for 
this kind of reply, which, though ab-

ABOARD THE BRITISH SLOOP 
LUPIN IN THE PERSIAN GULF, 
Feb. 24.—A treaty of arbitration and 
friendship was signed here today by 
two Arab. kings whose families have 
been blood enemies for centuries. 
One was King Feisal of Iraq, the 


central figure in the great Arab re-'! 


volt which Colonel Lawrence organ- 
ized, and spokesman for Arab 
natonalism after the war. The other 
was King Ibn Saud, ruler o the 
warlike Whabi tribesmen of the 
central deserts and conquerers of the 
holy city of Mecca. They have been 
conferring during the week-end at 
the invitation of Sir Francis Hum- 
phreys, new British High Commis- 
sioner in Iraq. 

All outstanding differences between 
the Kingdoms of Iraq and the Nejd 
are settled by the protocol, containing 


nineteen clauses, which brings to an 
end the fierce border raids along the 
desert frontier. 

The agreement, among other mat- 
ters, makes the following provisions: 

1. Mutual, recognition of the inde- 
pendence of Irag and the Nejd and 
an exchange of Ambassadors. 

2. The outlawing of tribal raiders. 

3. The extradition of fugitives from 
justice. 

4. The establishment of a perma- 
nent frontier commission, similar to 
the commission appointed under the 
tripartite treaty between Turkey, 
Iraq and Great Britain. 

5. An undertaking to settle disputes 
over the interpretation of the treaty 
by arbitration. 

6. An agreement by Ibn Saud to 
give favorable’ consideration to 
Iraq's claims for reparations arising 
from recent frontier raids. 

7. The acceptance by Ibn Saud of 
view regarding the mainte- 
nance of police posts in the south- 
ern desert. If full agreement on 
this subject is not reached within 
six months, the dispute will be 
settled by an arbitration court of 
five members, whose award Ibn Saud 
promises to accept. 

In addition, Ibn Saud agrees to 
pardon Wahabi fugitives who have 
sought refuge in Iraq. 

Kingly courtesy and Dremonial 
marked the ending of the confer- 
ence. Ibn Saud left the Lupin by 
the cableship Patrick Stewart, ac- 
companied by 150 armed warriors of 
the Akhawn tribe. From the mast 
fluttered a green flag with the 
words, ‘‘There is only one God, and 
Mohammed is His. prophet,’’  in- 
scribed in Arabic., Toward Sir Fran- 
cis Humphreys, as toward King

est respect, saying Britain had al- 
ways tried to make peace between 
the Arabs and was, therefore, 
worthy of the highest praise. 

The Wahabi King also arranged to 
purchase four British airplanes for 
crossing the desert, in addition to 
the four he has already bought from 
the British Government. 

“It is time,’’ said Ibn Saud, ‘‘that 
we Arab‘leaders should make peace 
among ourselves and seek prosper- 
ity for our peoples. If we continue 
to quarrel, we are solely to blame— 
not Britain.” 

A tactful speech by King Feisal 
turned the scales for success and per- 
suaded Ibn Saud to bury the hatchet.

CALIFORNIA TAX UPHELD 


Court Decides “Tolls” in Addition | 
to License Fee Are Direct Tax 
and Not Unconstitutional, 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 24.— Three 
cases involving the collection of in- 
come and excess profit taxes of more 
than $8,500,000 from the American 
Can Company and two of its subsid- 
jaries, the Missouri and Detroit Can 
companies, were decided by the Su- 
preme today for the govern- 
ment, when the court reversed de- 
cisions rendered by the Second and 
Third Circuit Courts of Appeal and 
remanded the cases to the Federal 
District Court for New Jersey. 

The Collector of Internal Revenue 
in the Second District collected in- 
and excess profit taxes for 
1917 from the companies of $5,200,000 
and later an additional levy for the 
fame year of $3,300,000. In January, 
1926, the companies instituted actions 
in New Jersey seeking to recover 
with interest more than $2,700,000 of 
these sums. 

Judgments against the govern- 
ment for the amounts claimed were 
affirmed by the Circuit Court of 
Appeals nearly a year ago. 

The companies also sued Collector 
Bowers of the Southern District of 
New York to recover the additional 
taxes paid to him.

Woman Here Loses Tax Suit. 
In a case involving Florsheim 
Brothers Drygoods Company of New 
York it was ruled that where a ten- 
tative income tax is filed and the 
government extends the time for fil- 
ing of the final return, the period of 
limitation for assessment and collec- 
tion of taxes begins to run from the 
date of the final return.

Stockyards Act Held Valid. 


Provisions of the packers and 
stockyards act empowering the Sec- 
retary of Agriculture to prescribe the 
maximum rates for service of com- 
mission men were held valid by the 
court in an opinion sustaining the 
Federal court in Nebraska. 

Tagg Brothers and Moorhead and 
other members of the Omaha Live

HIGH COURT REVERSES 
PALISADES PARK CASE 


Holds That Trap Rock Company 
Has an Adequate Remedy in 
New York Coarts.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 24.—The §Su- 
preme Court today reversed the 
finding of the Federal court for the 
Southern District of New York in a 
suit filed against the Board of Com- 
missioners of Palisades Interstate 


Park, the Attorney General of New 
York and the Commissioner of the 
State Conservation Department, seek- 
ing to prevent the State from taking 
possession of a tract of land for 
park purposes. 

The land was represented to con- 
tain valuable deposits of ‘‘trap rock”’ 
and a corporation preparing to de- 
velop the deposits had expended 
more than $1,000,000, it asserted. The 
State allocated $500,000 to pay for 
the land which the corporation esti- 
mated to be worth $3,000,000. 

The lower court held for the 
State. The Supreme Court ruled that 
the bill should have been dismissed 
on the ground that the corporation 
had an adequate remedy at law in 
the New York courts. 

The Sparkill Realty Company, 
owner of the land in dispute, con- 
tended that the State commission 
acted without authority when it at-| 
tempted to seize the property in| 
October, 1928. The realty corpora- 
tion asserted that the State’s appro- | 
priation of funds to pay created | 
debts was an unconstitutional act, | 
and obtained a temporary injunction | 
restraining the commission. This in-/| 
junction was made permanent by a 
special statutory court in June, 1929. | 

The Standard Trap Rock Corpora- | 
tion, the other party to the action, 
was the lessee of the 140 acres and 
33 meadow lots involved.

“Accomplishments of the First Year 
of the Hoover Administration.”’ In- 
stead of accomplishments, Mr. Mc- 
Kellar said, no progress had been 
recorded and the country was in the 
midst of depression and unemploy- 
ment, with big national problems 
delegated by the President to com- 
missions for study and solution. 

Senator McKellar declared that the 
most vital problem today was law 
enforcement and an honest attempt 
by the edministration to enforce pro- 
hibition. There was no evidence, he 
said, that President Hoover cared 
to tackle prohibition since he re- 
ferred it, like other pressing ques- 
tions, to a commission. 

“If there ever was a fizzle, it is 
the Law Enforcement Commission,”’ 
he went on. ‘‘Mr. Hoover can’t even 
get the House, which he is supposed 
to control, to ratify all that commis- 
sion has done. Its recommendations 
were practically innocuous and 
meant nothing in the world. The 
best that can be said of it is that it 
is a notable example of Mr. Hoover's 
commission form of government. 


Declares Every Step an ‘“‘Injury.”’ 
‘If Mr. Hoover has made one 
single advance in law enforcement, 
I challenge Mr. Lincoln or any one 
else to show what that advance is. 


The law was never so flagrantly 
violated as now and the reason is 
because the President won’t take a 
stand for enforcement. Every im- 
portant step the administration has 
taken since it came into power has 
been to injure the country.’’ Denying 
that anything had been done in the 
first year that stood out as an act 
that could be credited solely to the 
administration, the Senator said the 
first accomplishment listed in the ar- 
ticle was the tax cut. ‘‘This tax cut 
was made by the two houses of Con- 
gress,’’ he commented. 

“It is true that Mr. Hoover signed 
the bill, but the tax cut, as I recall, 
was passed practically unanimously 
by the two Houses. In other words, 
the government was collecting too 
much money from the people, even 
more than all the vast expenditures 
made by the administration required, 
and the Congress cut it down. Mr. 
Lincoln must be hard up for an 
‘achievement’ for President Hoover 
when he mentions the tax cut.

his Florida vacation only a scant 
three hours, Mayor Walker held 
telephone conferences with Chairman 
Delaney of the Board of Transporta- 
tion and Chairman Fullen of the 
Transit Commission. A few mo- 
ments afterward Mack Nomberg, an 
assistant secretary of the commis- 
sion, was on his way to Albany with 
instructions to hand copies of the 
measure to Senator Bernard Down- 
ing and Assemblyman Irwin Stein- 
gut, Democratic minority leaders, for 
introduction at the earliest possible 
moment. 

A dispatch from Albany last night 
said the bill had arrived there too 
late for introduction, but that it 
would be presented in each house 
of the Legislature today. 

The bill is almost the same as the 
measure which failed of passage in 
1928 and 1929. The only new pro- 
visions are clauses which call for 
borough representation on the Board 
of Transit Control and giving ex- 
press power to the board to acquire 
leaseholds of existing transit lines. 
The provision empowering the board 
to acquire the securities of existing 
lines was stricken out, but represen- 
tatives of the Transit Commission, 
the city and the B. M. T. believe that 
the board will have that power with- 
out express language in the bill. 

Will Push 

Transit Commissioners Lockwood 
and Godley will go to Albany today 
to campaign for the bill. Mr. De- 
laney will prepare. for introduction 
in the Board of Estimate on Friday 
if possible, a formal resolution put- 
ting the city on record behind the 
measure. If the bill has not by that 
time been printed and assigned a 
number in each branch of the Legis- 
lature, action on the resolution will 
be deferred until the next meeting. 
The. city officials and the Transit 
Commissioners are confident that 
they will be able to put the bill 
through, despite the opposition of the 
Republican majority leaders. The 
battle for passage will centre on the 
five-cent fare safeguards, the chief 
one being the provision permitting 
the Board of Estimate to resort to 
budgetary funds, raised by taxation, 
to make good any deficits resulting 
from unified transit operation on a 
five-cent fare. Another battle prob- 
ably will be waged over the provision 
permitting the city to set up a Board 
of Transit control to operate its own 
new subway lines, even if none of the 
existing private companies enters 
into the unification scheme. 


Expect Koenig’s Support, 


Mayor Walker and the Transit 
Commission do not expect opposition 
to the measure from the Republican 
legislators from this city. They are 
expected to take the view heid by 
Samuel S. Koenig, chairman of the 
New York County Republican Com- 
mittee. He is understood to feel that 
the city should receive the widest 
latitude in handling its own transit 
problems, provided its officials are 
willing to take the responsibility. 
Those conversant with his attitude 
are confident that after the bill is 
introduced and the Board of Esti- 
mate has sent a formal endorsement 
to Albany, Mr. Koenig will openly 
Support the measure. 

The position taken by Meier Stein- 
brink, Republican leader of Kings 
County, is said to be much at vari- 
ance with Mr. Koenig’s views. Mr. 
Steinbrink has voiced a desire to 
amend the bill so as to place some 
curb on what he considers excessive 
power in the hands of the Mayor. 
The bill permits the Mayor to name 
nearly all of the members of the 
Board of Transit Control. Mr. 
Koenig and Mr. Steinbrink will soon 
confer in an effort to make a har- 
monious report to Republican State 
Chairman William J. Maier, who be- 
lieves that Senator Knight and 
Speaker McGinnies, Republican legis- 
lative leaders, should be guided by 
the attitude of the New York City 
Republicans, 


Creates a Public Corporation. 


The Untermyer bill, briefly sum- 
marized, would create a public cor- 
poration known as the Board of 
Transit Control, which would issue 
its own bonds in exchange for the 
securities of existing rapid transit 
lines agreeing to enter a unification 
scheme. The Mayor would appoint 
the nineteen members of the board, 
some directly and some by nomina- 
tion of transit companies participat- 
ing in the scheme. The Mayor, Con- 
troller, President of the Board of 
Aldermen and chairman of the 
Board of Transportation would be 
ex-officio members. The bill as now 
drawn calls for at least one member 
from each of the five boroughs from 
among those serving ex-officio or by 
appointment. 

The board’s bonds, under the terms 
of the bill, would be tax exempt and 
eligible as investments for trust 
funds, thus increasing their market- 
ability. The bill also provides for 
exchange of the board’s bonds for 
those of the city to meet certain de- 
ficiencies in revenue.

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GOVERNOR ASKS END 


OF BUDGET DISPUTE 


Sends Message to Legislature 
and Bill to Replace One in 
Controversy. 


SENATE REJECTS MEASURE 


Cuvillier Presents Resolution Con- 
demning and Calliny for Inquiry 
Into Port Authority.

ALBANY, Feb. 24.—In a message 
sent to the Legislature tonight, Gov- 
ernor Roosevelt suggested a peace- 
ful way out of the latest controversy 
over the executive budget. He urged 
that the Legislature discard the moot 
budget bill appropriating $168,000 for 
persona] service in the Albany Office 
Building and enact a new bill, which 
he sent to each House with the mes- 
sage. The message provoked gen- 
eral debate in the Senate. 

The new Dill, 
plained, is, except for one clerical 


error, exactly like the old bill as 
amended by the Finance Commit- 
tee’'s chairman, The passage of the 
new measure, however, would ob- 
viate consideration of the legality of 
the changes as to form made in the 
original bill by the legislative chiefs 
and protested by the Governor, 

In amending the original bill the 
Republicans reduced the appropria- 
tion recommended by the Governor 
by only $10,000. But in making the 
reduction they rewrote in the amend- 


ment all the items of personal ser- 
although they | 
did not change them. The Governor |

ersuaded the leaders to recall the 
bill arguing that their procedure de- 
feated the purpose of the executive 
budget amendment to the constitu- 
tion. He feared that they would be 
able with the same procedure to prac- 
tically disregard his major 
bills and make their own by a process 
of rewriting. 

Although tonight’s message was re- 
ferred to finance committees and the 
new bill will probably be passed, the 
Republicans do not agree with the 
Governor and further dispute may 
ollow. 

The Governor's Message. 

The Governor's message read: 

To the Legislature: 

May I call your attention to the 
fact that there is considerable 
doubt as to the validity of the form 
by which you amended one of the 
Governor’s proposed budget bills, 
submitted to you on Jan. 13, 1930, 
bearing introductory number 144. 
The bill, as altered by you, was 
sent to me for signature on Feb. 
17, bearing Senate print number 
687. 

After a discussion with the chafr- 
man of the Senate Finance Com 
mittee and the Assembly Ways and 
Means Committee, this bill was re- 
called by a concurrent resolution 
of your honorable bodies. 

I am willing to accept all the 
amendments’ without exception 
which you made to the bill. I am 
willing to accept the substance of 
the bill as passed by you. 

Because of the question, however, 
as to the form of its amendment, 
and because of the immediate ne- 
cessity of obtaining some appro- 
priation for personal] service in the 
Albany State office building, I 
would suggest that all doubt as to 
correctness of form be removed by 
passing another bill, which I am 
submitting to you herewith as a 
proposed budget bill. The accom- 
panying bill has in it the same pro- 
visions and amounts as the one 
passed by you last week, except 
for one obvious clerical error. It 
accepts all of your amendments. 

I am transmitting to you the 
necessary emergency messages to 
enable you to adopt this legislation 
at once, and I hope that you will 
be willing to accept this simple 
method of enacting what we are 
all agreed upon and avoiding any 
possible technical objections. 

FRANKLIN D. ROOSEVELT. 


While the Democrats suggested 
that the Governor was acting in the 
interest of peace, the Republicans 
would have none of it. Both in the 
Senate and the Assembly the mes- 
sage aroused debate. 

It is optional with the Legisla- 
ture to receive or reject the bill 
submitted by the Governor with his 
message. In both branches the mes- 
sage and the bill were tabled on mo- 
tion of the Republican floor leaders. 
Later the Senate rejected the bill 
sent in by the Governor. 

Senator John Knight explained 
that the original bill was withdrawn 
from the Governor after its passage 
at the Governor’s own request so 
that a slight error in printing might 
be corrected. 

‘*That bill,’’ he went on “‘is now in 
the Finance Committees of both 
houses; in effect of law and in sub- 
stance it is virtually identical with 
the bill sent in tonight by the Execu- 
tive. There seems to be a quite need- 
less play by the Governor for a posi- 
tion which, for feasons best known 
to himself, the Governor is anxious 
to maintain. 

“The point the Governor makes is 
that in bracketing out some items in 
the bill as originally submitted by 
the Governor and substituting items 
calling for some $10,000 less in the 
aggregate than the Governor's bill 
called for the Legislature had ex- 
ceeded its constitutional powers and 
altered the bill. There have been 
no alterations, only reductions which 
under the Executive budget amend- 
ment to the Constitution the Legis 
lature is empowered to make. 

‘“‘The Governor maintains that the 
Legislature has no right to reduce 
line items. His position is untenable, 
it seems to me. The action of the 
Finance Committees was correct.’’ 


Knight Prevails in Senate.

The resolution sets forth that the 
Port Authority has been ‘‘a complete 
failure to serve the ends for which 
it was established”’ by the States of 
New York and New Jersey and di-| 
rects the commission to investigate | 
the funds expended by the Port Au- 
thority, the amounts realized from | 
the sale of bonds and the amount of |

Students attach great impor- 
tance to the results in one case, 
whereas to the high school group in 
question results mattered not at all. 
The relatively small group examined 
was not representative of the citv 
at large. The tests were adminis- 
tered five at a time, whereas in the 
schools of the State but one or two 
are. given each term, and these are 
specially prepared for.’’

PRESBYTERY FAVORS 
WOMEN MINISTERS 


Brooklyn-Nassan Group, After 
Sharp Debate, Also Votes to 
Permit Them to Be Elders. 


In a session marked by sharp but 
good-humored debate, the Presbytery 
of Brooklyn-Nassau went on record 
at a meeting last night at Memorial 
Presbyterian Church, Seventh Ave- 
nue and St. John’s Place, Brooklyn, 
in favor of permitting women to 
serve as ministers and elders in the 
Presbyterian Church. The vote on 
the overture, which had been ap- 
proved by the Brooklyn-Nassau 
Council, was 59 to 14, 


The dispute revolved about the 
question of a biblical precedent or 
authorization permitting women to 
preach the Gospel. The Rev. William ' 
Carter of the Throop Avenue Presby- 
terian Church and the Rev. John E. 
Flemming opposed the proposal while 
the Rev. William G. Clark-Duff of 
the Duryea Presbyterian Church and 
the Rev, John Deans bore the brunt 
of the affirmative debate. 

Dr. Carter said, ‘‘there {s no au- 
thorization for it in the word of God. 
We must stand upon that word and 
upon our convictions.’’ 

Dr. Clark-Duff replied there was 
nothing against the policy in the 
Bible, even though there was no spe- 
cific mention of women as preachers 
and apostles. -He remarked it was a 
woman who carried the first word of 
the resurrection of Christ, and said 
the Holy Ghost acted also through 
the agency of a woman. 

‘You are willing to take their funds 
and their help,’’ he continued, ‘‘but 
refuse to give them a voice. This is 
a clear case of taxation without rep- 
resentation. Let us recognize the 
value and the position of the woman 
by admitting her to equality with us.”’ | 

The proposal passed last night was 
before the local presbytery nine 
years ago, it was said, and it was 
rejected overwhelmingly. The Pres- 
byterian Church at present permits 
women to be deacons and trustees. 

The resolution has been sent out by 
the General Council of the Presby- 
terian Churches of the United States.

DONOVAN ASKS CURB 
ON FEDERAL SUITS 


Would Compel Utilities to Wait 
Until Highest State Court 
Has Passed on Cases. 


CALLS RATES ‘GUESS WORK’ 


Committee's Counsel Stresses Need 
for Laws to Permit Control of 
Holding Companies, 


Suggestions for important amend- 
ments to the laws regulating public 
utility corporations are contained in 
the report to the Commission on 
Revision of the Public Service Com- 
missions law by Cononel William J. 
Donovan, which was made public 
yesterday. 

Colonel Donovan asserts that the 
designation of the commission is 
recognition of the fact that there :s 
something wrong with public utility 
regulation in this State. He charac- 
terizes rate making under present 
conditions as ‘‘guesswork”’ and pre- 
sents a definite plan for stabilizing 
the valuations of public utility cor- 
porations by contract. 

Other suggestions put forward in 
the report are for the supervision of 
holding companies and management 
corporations and the splitting of the 
investigating, prosecuting and judi- 
cial functions of the Public Service 
Commission and the creation of the 
office of Public Defender, whose duly 
will be to represent the interests of 
complainants against the companies 

Would Limit Federal Action. 

Colonel Donovan also indicates be- 
lief that some method should be 
found to prevent a company starting 
an action in the Federal courts until 
the highest State court has passed 
upon an order of the commission. 
He takes the view that, while the 
functions of the commission are | 
partly judicial, its members should | 
be alert to discover causes of public 
discontent and not wait for formal] 
complaints. 

Saying that the investigation by the 
commission had shown nothing re- 
flecting on the integrity of the mem- 
bers of the Public Service Commis- 
sion, Colonel Donovan indicated be- | 
lief that its organization should be} 
built up, a research division estab- 
lished and four. deputy. commission- 
ers to hold hearings appointed. 

“The designation of this commis- 
sion is recognition of the fact that 
there is something wrong with util- 
ity regulation in this State,’’ Colonel 
Donovan's report reads. ‘‘Opinions 
differ as to what is wrong. There are 
those who assert that regulation has 
failed to protect the consuming pub- | 
lic and that it is impossible to make 
it effective. Others contend that} 
during the period of its existence 
the Public Service Commission has | 
marked a vast improvement over the 
days of local control and that what | 
is needed is power and resources 
from the Legislature that will be 
commensurate with its new duties 
and responsibilities. 

Would Control Holding Companies. 


“It is conceded that under com-| 
mission regulation there has been 
improvement of conditions in public 
utilities over what they were twenty- 
five years ago. But the problem of 
regulation today is different from 
what it was when the Public Service 
Commission law was first enacted. 
The questions are more complex than | 
the present law was designed to 
solve. To be effective the regulating 
body must be equipped to keep 
abreast of changing conditions. Proof | 
that commissions are lagging behind 
in the control of modern utilities is| 
found in the fact that in no State} 
of the Union has a utility commis- | 
sion adequate authority to deal with | 
holding companies, and yet the bulk 
of the power industry is dominated | 
by a system of such companies. 

“It is asserted that present regu- | 
lation fails to adequately serve the | 
consuming public. The question to | 
be determined is whether or not it| 
can be made to do so, whether in| 
the modern complex financial and in- 
dustrial structure, with resultant

Rate Making “Guess Work.” 


“A rate base may be defined as the 

fair value of the property of a utility 
company upon which it is entitled to 
earn a reasonable return. One of the 
serious problems yet unsolved by the 
|Public Service Commission of this | 
State in common with those of other } 
States, even under the existing law, 
is the policy of determining value for | 
rate-making purposes. Rate deter- 
mination is largely a matter of guess- 
work. In some cases experienced | 
|guesswork, but guesswork neverthe- 
| less. 
} “Only in an actual rate case are 
definite and reliable figures avail- 
able. The testimony of members of 
the commission and the exhibits sub- 
mitted disclosed how inadequate were 
the figures relied upon by the com- 
mission in determining a fair rate 
of return and how uncertain was the 
determination of a given rate reduc- 
tion. The reasonableness or unrea- 
sonableness of rates can never be 
accurately ascertained unless there 
is a definite rate base for every utili- 
ty in the State. Whatever the cost in 
time and money it is recognized that 
rate making must become a more 
precise calculation. This cannot be 
accomplished without obtaining ap 
praisals of all the existing public 
utility companies in the State. 


Assails Long Legal Delays. 


‘This entire question is made more 
difficult and constitutes a source of 
public rancor and resentment by the 
tortuous and lengthy legal course 
any valuation case may and often 
does ‘take before final decision. 
Further confusion is found in the | 
right of the utilities, which they not 
infrequently exercise upon receiving 
an adverse decision by the commis- 
sion, to proceed at once in the Fed- 
eral Court. Strangely enough, the 
very utilities that urge that State 
regulation is effective and that it is | 
not necessary to have Federal con- 
trol of their activities are among 
those who refuse to pursue their re- | 
lief in the State courts. 

“In effect, such a practice makes 
the presentation before the commis- 
sion a mere formality which never- 
theless involves great expenditure of 
time and money. The real test 
comes in the Federal Court. And | 
that court with its congested dockets, 
with the necessity of a new record | 
before a master, possibly unfamiliar | 
with the technical questions of rate | 
cases, presents the seemingly anoma- | 
lous situation of bringing the com- | 
mission before it as a defendant, 
forced to justify in a protracted trial | 
the rates that it was created by the 
State itself to administer. The mere | 
statement of these facts is sufficient | 
to stress the need of some correction 
to the present inefficient and waste- 
ful duplication of effort in obtaining 
a decision in such cases. 

‘Under simple rules of comity that 
should exist between the Federal 
government and a sovereign State, 
it would seem that there should be 
no intervention before the highest 
court in the State had passed upon 
the question and appeal could then} 
be had to the Supreme Court of the 
United States. 


Sees Chance for Evasions. 


‘The question of holding companies | 
presents another difficult problem. | 
It must be recognized that these) 
companies have been of great service | 
in the financing and developing of | 
operating utilities. They have im-| 
proved the financial standing of! 
local companies so’ that money may | 
be procured at lower rates. In that 
respect they have conferred real} 


benefits upon the public. Without | 
them it might well be that we would 
be denied certain advantages, par- 
ticularly in electric service. 

“However, the opportunity and 
temptation for a holding company, 
under the system of management 
contracts, particularly contracts for 
service and supervision between the 
holding company and a subsidiary 
operating tompany, to charge a large 
fee and thereby increase its earnings 
at the expense of the operating com- 
pany, and ultimately the consumer, 
constitutes a challenge to more effec- 
tive control.’’

Analyzes Bauer Plan. 
Colonel Donovan’ discusses at 
length the problems of valuation and 
rate making.

Following are the concrete recom-

1. Establish the prudent invest- 
ment principle as the public policy 
of the State for purposes of rate 
control. We believe that the merits 
of this principle as compared with 
the so-called “‘present value”’ prin- 
ciple have been clearly and con- 
vincingly demonstrated by the evi- 
dence submitted to this commission 
and by the experience of regulation 
in other States.

This 
should be definitely coordinated 
with. the valuation. plan so as to 
keep it up to date automatically by 
including an accurate check on the 
service per dollar of investment 
represented by each integral part 
of the plan and by a definite 
method of handling retirement and 
obsolescence existing in any part of 
the property. This should also in- 
clude the definite elimination of all 
unclassified fixed capital. 


People’s Counsel Urged. 


3. Provide for a people’s coun- 
sel, appointed by the Governor of 
the State, with authority to initiate 
and handle cases in the interest 


of the public before the Public 
Service Commission and if neces- 
sary in the courts. Provide for 
his full cooperation with munic- 
ipalities or other consumer groups. 
Place at his dispgsal the full engi- 
neering, accounting and statistical 
staffs of the Public Service Com- 
mission. 

4. Provide for a regular monthly 
publication by the Public Service 
Commission, aiming to distribute 
in popular form knowledge of the 
utility situation as reflected in the 
data assembled and the cases be- 
fore the commission. This should 
be developed somewhat along the 
lines of the monthly publication of 
the State Industrial Commission. 
It should aim to create widespread 
public knowledge 6f. regulation, 
rates in all sections of the State, 
the costs of the various classes of: 
service, service charges, profits, 
&c. This should be handled with 
newspaper releases to keep the 
Public Service Commission always 
in close contact with the public. 

5. Provide for control by the 
Public Service Commission over all 
construction or additions to :plant 
and equipment, however’ financed, 
in order to close this loophole for 
excessive costs and overcapitaliza- 
tion. All expansion programs 
should be approved by the Public 
Service Commission in advance. 
The commission should also have 
control over the contractual rela- 
tions between companies subject to 
holding company control and the 
associated engineering, financial, 
legal and accounting companies 
and should have the power to dis- 
approve of any such contract in 
which all the books showing the 
costs involved are not open to its 
inspection. 


Municipal Competition Favored. 


(6) Authorize municipalities to 
undertake public competition, if 
their citizens so desire, granting 
municipalities the power to build 
their own plants and distribution 
systems without the necessity of se- 
curing a certificate of convenience 
or necessity from the Public Ser- 
vice Commission, and power to ac- 
quire private systems by agree- 
ment or condemnation providing 
the cost does not exceed the cost of 
building a municipal system. 

(7) Authorize municipalities to 
serve the surrounding territory 
without continual appeal to the 


Legislature for that privilege. 

(8) Authorize municipal plants to 
replace private plants at the end of 
the franchise period of the latter 
without obligation on the part of 
the municipalities to purchase the 
often antiquated private plants. 

(9) Authorize municipalities to 
form power districts for the pur- 
pose of supplying electricity at cost 
to municipalities within the dis- 
trict 

(10) Provide larger salaries for 
the chairman of the Public Service 
Commission, for commissioners, for 
the counsel to the commission, and 
higher pay for all employes, with 
special emphasis on raising the 
compensation of those now receiv- 
ing less than a living wage.

Under treaty rights the United 
States maintains a receiver general 
of customs, William E. Pulliam, 
whose duty it is to collect all customs 
and apply them upon payment of 
the public debt, the expenses of the 
receiver generalship, and for other 
purposes. The treaty pledges the 
Government of the United States to 
‘give to the general receiver and his 
assistants such protection as it may 
find to be requisite for the per- 
formance of their duties.’’ 

The first treaty with the Domini- 
can Republic was concluded in 1907 
under President’ Roosevelt and has 
been renewed from time to time. 
The present convention was signed 
at Washington on Dec. 27, 1924, by 
Charles E. Hughes, then Secretary 
of State, and proclaimed by Presi- 
dent Coolidge on Oct. 26, 1925. It 
provides ‘‘for the assistance of the 
United States in the collection and 
application of the customs revenues 
of the Dominican Republic.’’ In} 
the eight years following the treaty 
of 1907 the total debt was reduced 
from $32,000,000 to $21,500,000. 


Threat of European Intervention. 


‘‘The war of the restoration,’’ with 
continual internal disturbances last- 


ing from 1863 to 1904, had left the 
little republic under a crushing debt. 
Her annual revenues were about 
$1,850,000 and her anntial expendi- 
tures $3,900,000. There were threats 
of intervention by European nations 
who sought to collect obligations due 
their citizens. 

Secretary of State John Hay, in 
order to foreStall these interventions, 
negotiated in February, 1905, a pro- 
tocol with the republic providing that 
the United States should adjust her 
debts and administer her customs 
house receipts. Because a clause of | 
the protocol was interpreted as set- | 
ting up a protectorate, the United 
States Senate refused to ratify the 
convention.

The petition also held that Section 
89 of the radio act of 1927, in so far 
as it provides that allocations shall 
be charged to the State, district or 
territory wherein the studio of the 
station is located and not where the 
transmitter is located, is unreason- 
able and void.

Temporary” Injunction Against 
Hazel Christmas Based on 
Securities Bureau Charges. 


ENRIGHT QUESTIONED AGAIN 


Universal Company Is Said to Have 
Received Only Half of Money 
Paid for Its Shares. 


Justice Harry E. Lewis signed an 
order in the Brooklyn Supreme Court 
yesterday temporarily restraining 
Hazel Christmas, individually and as 
the Securities Service Company and 
the Securserv, Inc., from further 
dealings in the stock of the Universal 
Oil and Gas Company, according to 
announcement at the offices of the 
State Bureau of Securities, 74 Trinity 
Place. Miss Christmas is directed to 
appear.before Justice Lewis on March 
5 to show cause why the restraining 
order should not be made perma- 


nent and a receiver appointed. 

The order was based on an affi- 
davit submitted by Deputy Attorney 
General Abraham N. Davis, who 
charged that the defendants had 
fraudulently sold stock of the Uni- 
versal company. The offices occupied 
by Miss Christmas are at 10 ast 
Fortieth Street. 

As Mr. Davis announced the grant- 
ing of the order he also disclosed 
that during the afternoon he had 
questioned Richard E, Enright, for- 
mer Police Commissioner, and Dr. 
Henry Knight Miller, former clergy- 


man and publisher of the magazine! 


Mr. Davis said Mr. En- 
right and Dr. Miller had admitted 
purchasing royalty interests in a par- 
cel of land leased to the Universal 
company by Quincy Corbett. The 
land is in Caddo County, Oklahoma, 
and Stephens County, Texas. Oper- 
ations are said to have been suc- 
cessful on the land in the production 
of oil and gas. These properties, in- 
spected by Dr. Miller and Mr. En- 
right, were praised by the two in 
letters sent out by the oil company, 
it is said. 

In his complaint Mr. Davis ac- 
cused Miss Christmas, the Securi- 
ties Service Company and Securserv, 
Inc., of selling stock of the Univer- 
sal Oil and Gas Company at prices 
ranging from $10 to $20 a share and 
retaining for themselves not less 
than half of the price received. He 
said the defendants concealed from 
the public the fact that not more 
than one-half of the purchase price 
was to be paid to the Universal Oil 
and Gas Company.

Negional Plan Engineer Says 
Fact Rothstein Owned Site 
Endorsed Is Immaterial. 


COMMUNITIES IN CLASH 


Harvey Asserts Jamaica Would Add 
$9,000,000 to Cost of Project 
for Selfish Ends. 


Fhe recommendation of the Re- 
gional Plan of New York, favoring 
the Juniper Valley tract in Maspeth, 
which was largely owned by Arnold 
Rothstein, slain gambler, as the site 
for a combined civic centre and mu- 
nicipal airport in Queens, was de- 
fended yesterday by William M. 
Lewis, executive engineer of the 
planning body. He declared that 


Borough President Harvey’s objec- 
tions to the site were not entirely 
well founded. Mr. Lewis, with 
George Burdette Ford, a director of 
the Regional Plan, will present argu- 
ments for the Juniper Valley site at 
a joint meeting of the Queensboro 
Chamber of Commerce and the Bor- 
ough Planning Committee of Queens 
tomorrow. 

Answering Mr. Harvey's criticism 
of the recommendation and of the 
Regional Plan’s action in submitting 
it to the public without first sending 
it to the Board of Estimate, Mr.

“I do not consider the ownership

| was taken, nor should ther be. We | 
consider the proposal of the Hoover | 
committee sufficient endorsement of |

“I would like to make it plain that: 
|the Regional Plan of New York is 
not attempting to push its plan be- 
fore all others, but submit it as a 
proposition among others being con- 
sidered. We were asked to submit 
any plan we might have, and we are 
doing it merely to aid the people of 
Queens. At the time we began the 
study of an airport in combination 
with a civic centre, we did not know 
of any other propositions of a sim- 
lilar sort. It is not the object of the 
| Regional Plan of New York to enter 
|into a controversy.’’ 
| Mr. Lewis said that he did not be- 
jlieve the Juniper Valley site would 
| be too noisy because of proximity to 
an airport.

A factional struggle between 
Queens communities got well under

| dent Harvey assailed residents of 
Jamaica for opposing his plan for a | 
civic centre on the site of the Par- 
| ental School, comprising 105 acres 
of city-owned land between Jamaica 
and Flushing. His stand for this site 
| was endorsed yesterday by the Flush- 
| ing Heights Taxpayers’ Association. 
The Cross Island Democratic Ciub, 
while not committing itself for any 
other site, condemned the regional 
plan suggestion, declaring that it 
was not practicable to locate a civic 
centre near an airport, because of 
the noise. 

Opposition to Mr, Harvey’s pro- | 
| posed site was voiced last night at a | 
|}mass meeting called by the Central 
|} Queens Allied Civic Associations, 
}comprising a number of community | 
associations. 

Mr. Harvey charged that Jamaica 
residents are seeking to increase by | 
millions of dollars the cost of pub- | 
lic buildings by opposing the Pa- 
rental School site, and declared that | 

|the various Queens communities 
were moved by individual and not 
by a common interest in obtaining 
|a good site at the lowest possible 
cost. 
| “Every proposition advanced so 
| far by opponents of my proposal has 
behind it the motive of increasing 
the prestige of a particular com- | 
munity,’”’ he declared. ‘‘The backers | 
|}seek to increase that prestige by | 
| having the city pay a high price for | 
land acquired within it. The Parental | 
| School site seeks no such underwrit- | 
|ing, but utilizes to the very best ad- | 

vantage land already owned by the | 
cny.*’ 

| Mr, Harvey recalled his services'in 

aiding Central Queens residents to |

This profit, it is alleged, was 
at the expense of the security hold- 
ers of the bankrupt and was in con- 
nection with the sale of the road to 
the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe. | 

It is alleged that Mr. Kemper with- 
held knowledge of the sale and of | 
the generally improved financial con- 
dition of the railroad from holders 
of two-year 6 per cent gold notes, 
the road’s only security issue, which 
were defaulted in April, 1916, and 
thet these were bought through 
agents at from 10 to 25 cents on the | 
dollar and were later gold, with the 
control of the road, to the Santa Fe. | 

The plea for intervention is based | 
by Mr. Tinkham on the fact that he 
and his sisters were the joint owners | 
of $10,000 worth of the gold notes} 
which were sold for $1,166.67.

Asked if the letter confirmed any- 
thing the grand jury inquiry had |

He issued 
the subpoenas, however, saying the 
case was so important he could not 
afford to ‘leave one. stone wun- 
turned.” 

Two Grand Juries Weigh Evidence. | 

In order to speed the investigation 
Mr. Tuttle used two grand juries 
yesterday, the morning and after-| 
noon grand juries having examined 
three witnesses each during the day. 
This is not without precedent, but is 
a procedure used only in cases con- 
sidered of unusual importance. 


Mr. Tuttle said he expected to com- 
plete the inquiry by tomorrow or 
Thursday. The inquiry seeks to de- 
termine why John Cruz, a juror in| 
the Utah Lead case, said in court 
that he had a reasonable doubt about | 
the guilt of the defendant after he 
had voted with the other eleven for 
conviction. He expressed the doubt | 
when a defense attorney asked for a | 
poll of the jury. Mr. Tuttle has said 
the inquiry will also go into the mat- | 
ter of how a juror such as Cruz, |

Crimson Scores 631, Points to 
Cornell's 30 and Dartmouth’s 
221 in Boston. 


FOUR RECORDS ARE BROKEN 
| Mason and Levy Among Those to 
Set Marks as Victors Gain 
Sixth Triumph in Row.

BOSTON, Feb, 24.—For the sixth 
successive year Harvard’s varsity 
track team won the annual indoor 
track and field triangular meet with 
Cornell and Dartmouth tonight. 
Coach Farrell's athletes scored a 
total of 63% points to 30 for Jack 
Moakley’s Cornell entries and 22% 
for the boys sent down to the Bos- 


ton Garden from Hanover by Harry 
Hillman. 

The Cambridge total was the high- 
est ever scored in this triangular 
competition, held for the eleventh 
time tonight, the best previous total 
being 59 scored by Harvard in 1926. 
Harvard won nine events and tied 
for first in another. 

Captain Tom Mason of Harvard set 

a new mark of 0:332-10 in the 300- 
yard run, and L. H. Levy of Cornell 
added more than a foot to the shot- 
put mark, putting 47 feet 84% inches.

unique role, for a fight manager, of 
insisting that his fighter be knocked 
out thoroughly. This unparalleled 
situation developed at the meeting | 
of the Miami Boxing Commission in| 
City Hall, where rules, regulations | 
and requirements for the approach- 
ing encounter were discussed at 
great length among Johnston, Scott’s 
manager; Johnny Buckley and Jack 
Conway, pilots of Sharkey, and Lou 
Magnolia of New York and Johnny 
Brassil of Boston, referees. 

J 0 hnston argued strenuously 
against the estabiished custom of} 
cloaking the referee with absolute 
and final authority in the ead 
Johnston wanted part of this author- 
ity for himself, particularly with re-| 
spect to the determination of just 
what will constitute excusable 
grounds for halting the battle, if 
such an emergency should present 
itself through the incapacitation of 
one of the principals or his complete 
subjection, without actually being 
floored for a ten-second count. 


Johnston Threatens to Retire. 


This topic and other matters devel- 
oped at the meeting of officials and 


managers for the final discussion of 
rules. At one time Johnston threat- 
ened to withdraw from the meeting 
and the fight, but when no one took 
my seriously the incident passed 
off. 

Jonnston did little dictating to the 
Miami Boxing Commission. is plea 
to be permitted to usurp some of the 
duties of the referee was rudely re- 
jected and his assertion that he had 
information that Scott was going to 
be fouled only elicited the retort 
from Manager Buckley that Scott’s 
alibi was being prepared against the 
knockout Sharkey promises to ad- 
minister, and which is more or less 
generally anticipated by an apathetic 
public. 

Referee Magnolia was appointed 
sole judge and cloaked with author- 
ity to determine if and when one of 
the principals is incapacitated or in 
a helpless condition. 

As a concession, however, Mag- 
nolia agreed to consult Johnston be- 
fore actuaNy stopping the battle if 
such an emergency should arise. But 
the referee did not surrender his in- 
dependence in the matter of acting 
himself if his judgment of an emer- 
gency conflicted with that of the 
manager. 

Incidentally, Johnston explained af- 
ter the meeting, that his insistence 
on Scott’s being knocked out was 
purely hypothetical and declared his 
confidence in Scott’s ability to knock 
out Sharkey. 


Sharkey Confident of Victory. 


Sharkey and Scott closed their hard 
training today and each reported 
himself in satisfactory condition. Of 
the two, Sharkey looked more im- 
pressive. The Boston heavyweight 
predicted that he would knock out 
Scott and that the heavyweight 
championship would remain in 
America.

It’s the general impression that the Boston sailor 
has to have a personal grievance against an oppo- 
nent before he can get up a full head of steam. If 
that’s the case, it would be well for him to realize 
that this Scott fellow is planning at this very moment 
to throw him off the championship ‘track, which 
would mean a loss of the Schmeling bout and practi- 
cally a financial crash in the Sharkey investment 
trust. If that isn’t enough to stir up a personal 
grievance, Sharkey is what Nick Altrock said of Babe 
Ruth: ‘‘That guy ain’t human.” 

Sharkey is at his worst when he is taking things 
easily, and it appears that he rates Phil Scott among 
the things that can be taken with ease. For the fight 
followers, that’s the only danger signal along the 
Florida coast. 


Coasting Down Hill. 


The Boston broadcaster is given to coasting in easy 
bouts, and any small boy will tell you that coasting 
is mostly done downhill and frequently leads to a bad 
landing. Sharkey didn’t coast against Maloney be- 
cause Maloney had beaten him before the home folks 
in Boston, and Sharkey was wild to avenge the insult. 
He didn’t coast with Delaney for two reasons: he 
knew Delaney could hit, and he didn’t like him, any- 
way. He couldn’t afford to coast against Harry Wills 
or Jack Dempsey. 

But he coasted with Mike McTigue, and for ten 
rounds the antiquated County Clare clouter made 
Sharkey look just a trifle foolish. He coasted against 
Heeney and was astounded when the officials quite 
justly called it a draw. He coasted against Risko, 
and when Johnny's hand was lifted at the end of the 
evening Sharkey’s coasting had carried him off the 
main path so far that Tummas Heeney beat him to 
the engagement with Gene Tunney, 


Up to Sharkey. 


What the Sharkey camp needs is a ‘‘no-coasting”’ 
sign. If he can avoid that temptation, the odds are 
all in his favor. But it isn’t safe to coast inside the 
ring with a tall fellow and a fair boxer. 

There is talk in the Scott encampment about Sir 
Philip’s boxing ability, but Sharkey has fought boxers, 
and better boxers than the British champion. Delaney 
was a better boxer than Scott and a harder hitter. 
Loughran certainly is a better boxer than the London 
fireman, and Loughran didn’t fare very well with 
Sharkey. For that matter, Stribling is a better boxer 
and a much harder hitter tban Scott, yet Sharkey 
took him over the hurdles in this vicinity a year ago. 

The tourists take this chatter about the comparative 
boxing ability of Scott and Sharkey with great seri- 
ousness, but the regular fight followers view it with 
deep gloom. They are afraid that the contestants will 
make it a boxing match, and they didn’t come all 
the way to Miami to see Jack spar lightly with Phil, 
That would be even worse than the Sharkey-Stribling 
affair, which was the saddest thing in Florida since 
the real estate crash.

PUBLISHERS OPPOSE 


FREIGHT RATE RISE) 


Ask Exemption of Newsprint at 
Public Service Hearing 
on Increases. 


PRESENT SCALES ASSAILED 


Spokesman Demands Action on Ex- 
isting Complaints, Saying Indus- 
try Cannot Stand Increase. 


Exemption for newsprint 
sought yesterday before the Public 
Service Commission in its investiga- 
tion of freight class rates as they 
affect railroads and shippers in New 
York State. The inclusion of news- 
print in the proposed increase in 
rates, it was held, would intensify 
“the present chaotic and indefensi- 
ble adjustment’ of these rates in 
the State. 

William J. Mathey, traffic manager 
of the American Newspaper Publish- 
ers Association, speaking also for the 
New York State Publishers Associa- 
tion, told the commission the news- 
paper publishing industry was in no’ 
position to absorb increased freight 


costs, and therefore ‘‘strongly pro- 


tests the application of the proposed | 


class rates to its shipments of paper 
in carloads.’’

Unless 
this is done, the present chaotic and 
indefensible adjustment of newsprint | 
rates in this State will be intensi- | 
fied.’’ 

The witness pointed out under the | 
carriers’ proposal the rate from Car- 
thage would be two cents higher than | 
from Ogdensburg, although Ogdens- | 
burg was sixty miles further distant. 
He held that such rates would be in 
violation of the long-and-short-haul 
clause of Section 36 of the public ser- 
vice commission law. He also noted 
that ‘‘the increase will range from 10! 
per cent in the case of Ogdensburg 
to 21.2 per cent in the case of Niag- 
ara Falls.’’ For Glens Falis there 
would be a reduction of 12.4 per cent 
to Albany, Schenectady and Troy, 
while all other destinations would 
have commodity rates.
